1* I have requested Prof* Bergstroa to prepare for us an 
analytical surrey of tbs polltloal, eeonsaio and sociological 
conditions in Central Asia and the Caueasta, with parti oular 
emphasis on the type of psychological warfare approach that should 
ho aads to tbs Moslems inside end cut aids of the USSR, 



2* During the course of the conversation, it beoaae apparent 
that Prof* Bergstroa is personally acquainted with aany individuals 
who have considerable knowledge on the Cauoasus end Central Asia* 
Most of these individuals are still in Oeraany, although a few of 
thaw hare emigrated to the B*S. Inassraoh as seas of tbea aay be 
of oonaiderable use to us at a later date, I have also requested 
Prof* Bergstroa to prepare a list of these individuals, ineluding 
a brief biographies! sketoh of sseh* 



3* in talking with Prof* Be r g st roa, it occurred to *e that 
perhaps It would be a good Idas to request hla to prepare for us 
a assist of booklets, similar to the ones used by the Armed Forces 
during the last war, describing the people, ouatoas, conditions, 
ate*, within those ethnic areas of the USSR where our troops nay 
be fighting* Since very few people know anything about the 
Caucasus and Qentral Asia, and Prof* Be rgstr o a appears to possess 
unllart ted k»oUledas of these two stratsgio areas, itaay be advisable 
fer us to oonsider the preparation of such a booklet* this project 
do^nei have to be undertakes how and tdll not require the use of 
Cl as sif i e d material* Prof* Bergstrom thinks he egn prepare the first 
booklet within one aonth after bis return to Seattle* In this oca* 
Motion, it asy be advisable to prepare booklets on the following 
areas i
